a diet of 
fruits of sot ne kind. 
“ I am firm ly com bleed that an ideal 
diet can lie produced by com bining the 
nu tritive qualities of the peanut with 
wheat. 
If 
we 
could 
elim inate 
the 
starch 
entirely 
from 
our 
foods 
we 
should 
have 
an 
Ideal 
combination. 
Starch is foreign to tho human sys­ 
tem . 
I n u t s to constitute the chief 
article of a man's diet should not be 
cooked, 
lf they are cooked It coagu­ 
lates the albumen, and they are prac­ 
tically poisonous, as album en when it 
is coagulated becomes Insoluble in wa 
tor and Is indigestible. 
“ T ile greatest m istake we Am ericans 
make is in mixing up our various a rti­ 
cles of food us we do. 
F o r instance, 
straw berries and cream are a bad com­ 
bination, as is any kind of fruit with 
milk or cream. The experience of ages 
has proved that a inouodiet is the best 
thing. 
Fo r 
instance, 
the 
gladiators 
were fed exclusively on barley and 
wheat, w hile the Scotch, who in some 
respects are the greatest 
people on 
earth, live almost entirely on oatmeal. 
Oatm eal is very hard to digest, but the 
Scotch have gradually become accus­ 
tomed to it. 
“ One of the reasons that the Ja p a ­ 
nese defeated the Itussiaus is because 
they are monodietists. 
In fact, unless 
w e change our system of diet tile Mon­ 
golians 
are going to overw helm 
us 
eventually. 
“ It is a very sim ple proposition to 
grow enough staple foods to supply 
the United States. Texas alone could 
grow enough staple foods to supply 
this country. They ran grow peanuts 
in Illinois. 
! have a friend in one of 
the southern counties who grows them, 
and ins children have become so ac­ 
customed to living oil them that they 
sometim es do not come iii for their 
meals. 
“ Tile summ er would be better for 
m y experim ent than the winter, be­ 
cause it is necessary to keep up more j 
bodily heat than can be done with a 
sm all amount of peanuts, and the tend­ 
ency is to overheat. 
I eat probably 
about 
three-fourtlis 
of 
a 
pound 
of 
shelled peanuts a day. 
“ Tile analysis of tile peanut in com 
parison 
with 
eggs, 
meat 
and 
milk 
shows it by far the most valuable a rti­ 
cle of diet, and jt can be made our na 
tional staple, taking the place of meat. 
There is nothing in meat that we can 
not get in better form in the peanut. 
“ The im portance of avoiding wrong 
com binations of food w hich canst* for 
mentation and injurious chem ical com 
pounds is not generally recognized. So 
great is the benefit from eating only 
one food or one class of foods at one 
time that those men who have lived 
even on inferior articles of diet have 
been able to do their d aily work well 
ami have even Im proved In health. 
“ Food is the vital question. 
E v e ry 
farm er knows how to feed Ills stock to 
get the I>est results, but 
lie doesn’t 
know much about how to feed his ch il­ 
dren. The study of hum an feeding has 
been sadly neglected.”

RAILROAD NEWS 


IS QUESTION SOLVED? 
Have the recently developed storm 
motor cars solved the question of suc­ 
cessfully and ecornonieally operating 
branch lines? That is a question which \ 
is agitating tho railroads just now and 
one which the Rock Island road is 
striving to answer with a new car now 
put in use over the branch of that road 
between Indianola and Des Moines, 
Iowa. 
They have been m iking a test 
of a steam motor car constructed un­ 
der patents controlled by Ganz & Co., a 
German firm, for the past week on that 
line and the indications seem to be that 
the car ls making more than good on 
the guarantee. If a car has been found 
which can be operated by steam and 
will handle a trailer at the rate of 30 to 
40 miles an hour with economy and 
safety, then the question of continuing 
service on some branch lines which 
have proved unremunerative, is well 
nigh solved. 
The success of the car, 
and its ability to climb comparatively 
steep grades, will also doubtless result 
in the construction 
of many short 
branches or spurs which will prove val­ 
uable 
feeders for 
a “main line, but 
whose importance would not justify a 
regular train. 
Such a car, for instance 
could he profitably operated between 
Brainerd and Mille Lacs, and the track 
would not necessarily have to be heav­ 
ier than for a good trolley line.
